■  Hp  (Mayor  Walkert  ha.s  loked, 
Jtinketed  to  race  track.s.  .sat  up  all 
nlRht  at  wild  partle.s.  entertained 
Hollywood  and  ignored  the  city's 
problems.  Every  man,  of  course, 
has  a  right  to  live  his  private  life 
as  he  sees  fit  so  far  as  consistent 
with  his  obUgatlons  to  others,  and 
we  have  no  eoaaam  with  Mayor 
Walker's  private  escapades  eaoept 
ht  so  far  as  they  Interfere  with  his 
public  duties.  The  Mayor  of  New 
York  has  no  right  to  allow  the 
vngarlrs  of  hi.s  private  life  to  in- 
terfere With  reasonable  attention  to 
th^  isaiMialMimaa  of  hU  greai  of- 
fice."

He 
has  refused  point  blank  to  agree  to  the  proposal 
for  the  pegging  of  wheat  prices.  He  sees  no 
permanent  relief  in  .mu  Ii  a  meihod  it  would 
be  a  course  OMiosed  to  tin-  law  of  svuifUy  and 
demand  and  as  such  predestined  to  fSOTre.  The 
iuoposal  was  advmued  becau&i"  of  ;!ilii.;r(i  cnu- 
dltions  among  the  farmers  of  ih'  i'ralnes.  A 
song  of  gloom  has  been  sung  in  Liberals  and 
United  f  armer  members  durniK  the  Debate  on 
the  Address.  The  situation  ha.'s  been  grossly 
cxagK'  rated  in  the  hope  of  forchig  the  Govern- 
ment to  t,i;h<  r  measures  of  relief  through  the 
pegging  of  wheat  prices,  or  by  some  other  means. 
No  method  suggested  is  of  any  avail,  unless  It 
recognizes  the  principles  of  political  economy. 
This  is  obviously  the  attitude  which  has  been 
taken  by  the  PrlBM  Minister.  He  will  not  resort  to 
artificial  eouraip  wbkh  art  oppottd  to  teoBOmlc 
laws. 

Mr.  BepneU  says  that  thote  iMi»1iMPt  «Mt- 

gerated  the  conditions  in  Western  CMWda  are 
doing  a  disservice  to  their  country.  It  la  known 
that,  as  the  Prime  Minister  says,  there  are  tens 
of  thousands  of  farmer.s  in  the  West  with  uii  m  y 
in  the  bank.  It  is  both  unjust  and  hurtful  to 
say  that  the  West  Is  Insolvent;  a  fact  that  is  dis- 
proved by  the  record  of  the  past  three  years 
when  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  have  produced 
two  billions  dollars  of  new  wealth.  The  Govern- 
ment proposes  relief.  Already  it  has  arranged 
for  the  supply  of  credits  for  Prairie  farmers, 
standing  committees  of  Parliament  are  going  to 
Investigate  the  entire  subject.  There  Is  a  re- 
volving fund  of  credits  being  made  available  for 
their  relief.  The  Qovernment  la  keeping  within 
Its  duty  In  the  circumstances,  and  refuses  to  be 
stampeded  There  will  be  no  pegging  of  wheat 
prices  under  the  regime  of  the  Conservatives  at

Among  those  who  do  not  take  the  pains  to 
Inform  tliem#elves  of  financial  conditions  there 
Is  a  tendency  to  blame  the  banks  for  the  present 
economic  depression.  The  fact  is  that  the  banks 
stand  ready.  Just  as  they  have  done  in  the  past, 
to  assist  In  every  legitimate  way  to  promote  pros- 
perity. It  Is  axiomatic  to  say  that  economic 
well  being  means  better  returns  to  the  banks, 
and  of  all  institutions  In  the  country  they  are 
most  anxious  to  see  money  dlmtkl  Into  produe- 

five  effort. 

In  January  last  savings  deposits  In  the  Do- 
mUUon  reached  a  total  of  $1,428,737,000.  The 
inrrease  during  the  month  was  $2^91,000.  A  bank 
statement  points  out,  in  commenting  on  these 
figures,  that  "no  Increase  In  business  activity 
occurred  to  require  additional  bank  credit."  In 
fact  current  loans  declined  by  $8,000,000  In  Jan- 
uary, and  in  a  period  of  twelve  months  they  are 
down  $242,000,000.  The  upshot  Is  that  the  banks 
have  plenty  of  money  and  are  anxious  that  It 
should  ftod  Itt  way  Into  channels  of  useful  de- 
velopment They  would  be  making  more  money 
if  tliey  had  larger  sums  loaned  to  the  public. 

The  money  In  savlnga  dopoaltt  doet  not  be- 
long to  the  bank.s.  They  are  the  trustees  of  the 
people's  savings.  They  can  only  lend  that  money 
on  reasonable  security,  and  they  do  lend  It 
whenever  the  .<;ecurlty  i.s  legitimate  and  accord- 
ing to  the  provision  of  the  legislation  \mder 
which  they  operate.  The  banks  are  not  gambling 
institutions.  A.s  trustees  of  tlie  people  .s  money 
they  pannot  enter  speculative  enterprises.  The 
money  they  have  arguea  the  piesuhiptluii  that 
it,  may  be  demanded  at  any  tlm'^,  and  m  .  <  i  ,i\  e 
to  be  In  a  position  to  give  it  to  Its  owners  when 
the  demand  It  made.  It  Is  fntUe  to  blame  banks 
for  the  present  deprr.srlon.  Money  can  be  ob- 
tained today  just  as  readily  as  at  any  time,  pro- 
vided the  security  It  safe.  If  there  Is  leas  de- 
mand for  loans  i'  nu  .m  ;  that  there  is  less  secur- 
ity available,  and  if  money  were  to  be  lent  on 
inadequate  aeeurlty  that  proottt  woold  only  he 
the  means  of  arctnt—tlm  tht  dtprtttkm  that 
exists. 

The  condition  that  can  be  created  which  will 

mean  such  In  the  advancement  of  prosperity  is 
for  the  people  generally  to  use  moneys,  which 
they  place  In  savings  deposits,  for  development 
ri  ■  pii.ses.  There  Is  amplf^  av.illnble  to  bring 
about  a  new  era  of  prosperity  throughout  the 
Dominion.  It  simply  has  to  be  diverted  to  pro- 
diii  I  ive  channels.  In  savingt  deposits  It  is  draw- 
ing 3  per  cent.  There  Is  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  earn  B  or  even  6  per  cent.  If  It  did  the  na 
Monal  Income  of  the  people  would  be  prqMrtlon- 
ately  enhanced,  employment  would  ho  rreat<K< 
many  oX  the  present  economic  ills  would  be  swept

thi.t  his  fufhor  wa.s  a  man  of  sub- 
•■■.i:.cr.  ne  time  high  baiiifl  of 
the  burgh,  but  subsequently  fell  into 
dlfllcultlee;  that  he.  himself,  at 
eighteen,  married  Anne  Hathaway 
who  was  twenty-eevcn.  and  who 
iM'ought  him  a  daughter  six  months 
after,  and  subsequently  a  daughter  i 
and  a  son  together  that,  m  1589.  he  , 
is  found  as  a  .';hHreholdcr  in  the  ; 
BliukfriHrs  ThcHii-'  m  London  and. 
afterwards,  a  shareholder  in  the 
Globe;  that,  as  a  writer  of  plays  for 
these  homes,  he  realised  large 
gains,  and  la  lltT  began  to  buy 
houses  and  land  at  his  native,  toan, 
to  which  he  retired  to  spend  the 
evenmg  of  hl.s  days  in  comfort  and 
dignity:  and  that  on  April  23.

Driven  to  deductions  and  sur- 
mises regarding  Shakespeare,  it 
could  be  laid  that  the  shade  of 
family  mlsferttae  whieh  fen  upon 
him  la  eady  manhood  Is  sufncieni 
to  account  for  hfm  leaving  hi:, 
native  borough.  If  ran  be  con- 
ceived that  his  father,  being  Im- 
poverished, and  hlm.self  feeling  anx- 
for  the  future  of  his  own  little 
family,  he  bethought  him,  as  many 
other  young  men  in  similar  cir- 
cumstances still  do.  of  attempting 
to  advance  his  fortunes  In  London.

FOOTBALL  PROBLBMS 

Sports  Editor,  The  Colonist 
Dear  Sir.— I  hsve  b> m  :.  kod  by  a 
good  many  of  the  eniluusiast.s  of 
football  the  question:  What's  wrong 
with  football?  It  ia  a  very  hard 
question,  but  I  will  give  you  my 
views,  after  nearly  twenty  years' 
eapsrlaMa  in  taothall  circles  in  vic- 
toria. Ptaat,  fa^  more  support  should 
be  glvin  to  the  Jwranllea.  It  should 
be  quite  easy  to  organlaa  toams  in 
each  district  of  thi  dty.  with  the 
necessary  help  coming  from  -aid 
districts.  I  feel  sure  there  arc  pivn.y 
of  old  footballers  wllUnB  lo  come 
out  and  Rive  their  support.  A.s  re-^ 
gani.'.  jumor.<;.  T  feol  thi.H  is  the  moet 
difficult  problem,  as  Junior  football 
in  Victoria  ha-i  no  age  limit.  So 
I  recommend  the  same  method  as 
for  Juveniles,  which  I  feel  .sui-e 
would  ralae  the  sUndard  of  the 
Junior  ranks.  Now  ths  seniors.  I 
feel  sure  the  best  method  would  be 
to  have  one  good  team  to  Join  the 
Pacific  Coa.st  League.  Z  feel  cer- 
tain it  would  help  raise  the  stan- 
dard of  football  in  Victoria,  tw  well 
a,<;  to  frive  the  public  the  pleasure 
of  waichiii^  Mu  outside  team  every 
two  or  three  weclu*. 

I  would  most  .surely  control  foot- 
ball by  having  one  board  to  govern 
all  football  on  the  Lower  Island, 
numbering  three  or  five,  with  a  paid 
seeretsoT.  t>Us  board  to  run  senior. 
Junior  and  Juvenile  foothall  with- 
out question.  Lost,  but  most  diffi- 
cult question  Is  regarding  refcrccing. 
I  think  that  during  the  playing  .sea- 
son referees  .should  nwrf  at  lea.st 
twice  a  month  for  wlurational  pur- 
poso.s  and  dlK'u.ssion.  Jkt  one  of 
these  meetings  per  month  managers 
and  captains  of  all  team.s  shoul^ 
be  invited  to  attena.  with  some  re- 
sponsible person  to  give  a  talk  on 
the  various  problems  of  the  gams. 
I  fael  sure.  Sir,  If  ths  above  sug- 
geetlMM  were  earrted  «i)L  we  sTouId 
•ee  better  football,  bettst  gates  and 
better  sportsmanship,  which,  after 
all,  ts  the  main  thing  greatly 
needed.

I  read  with  interest  the  excellent 
article  from  the  pen  of  William 
McKay,  recently  published  in  The 
Colonist,  outlining  the  history  of 
bowUng  on  the  green.  When  Mr. 
McKay  deeerlbes  the  antlvitfty  of 
the  game' he  probably  aooonnts  for 
certoln  anomalotu  rules  that  have 
descended  with  it.  At  thl.s  time  with 
the  Bumslde  grecn.s  already  <.  ,.  ;i,  i 
and  the  bepinn"  k  ot  th--  lii  ai  iiu 
Hill  season  :  n-'t  .Saturday, 
with  the  C.l  ii  V  i.iriH  Wof.t,  and 
Lake  Hill  to  follow  m  Ih.  ir  turn.  It 
may  be  opportune  to  discuss  two  of 
the.se  rules. 

The  first  of  these  Is  that  which 
decrees  that  the  Winner  of  one  end 
shall  have^tbe  prlvliega  of  placing 
the  Jack  for  the  neit  end.  This 
appears  to  be  based  on  the  old  Rob 
Roy  idea  that  to  the  victors  belong 
the  .spoils.  I  think  It  would  hi>  uk  ic 
chivalrous  and  sportsmanlike  if  any 
advantage  to  be  nained  by  throw- 
ing the  jack  to  a  certain  length  on 
tl.r  Kiren  were  given  to  thn  losers, 
rspi  cially  if  it  could  help  them  to 
retrieve  their  position  and  make 
for  a  better  balanced  game.  The 
present  rule  also  causes  unncccioary 
delay  at  the  opening  of  the  end, 
Bbice  the  man  who  throws  the  Jack 
must  also  throw  the  first  bowl,  so 
that  after  he  has  plaoed  the  jack 
he  has  to  himt  for  his  bowls  among 
sixteen  on  the  green.  If  the  lead  of 
the  lo.slng  side  throw  the  Jack  the 
lead  of  the  winning  'Jlde  could  have 
hl.<i  howls  sorted  while  he  vvas  dnnig 
(.o  and  bo  ready  to  proceed  .it  once 
Apart  frntn  that  It  Is  a  niaUor  Of 
which  priuciplr  \ou  prefer  .'^liall  it 
be  "To  the  victor.';  brlouK  the 
Spoils."  or  "Olve^tbe  under  dot  a 
diaaair  pMimmh  to  ««r  the 
letter. 

Another  antlqfuated  rule  Is  that 

all  gam«s  shall  ooiu^t  of  odd  pum- 
bered  ends.  It  seems  to  be  baaed  on 
the  hoary  .sup'-  *i;:  i  of  luck  in 
odd  numbers.  Appii'd  to  bowling  It 
l.s  utterly  illogical.  It  means  in  nine 
cases  out  of  ten  that  in  bowling 
from  the  clubhou.se  end  the  game 
must  finish  at  the  far  end  and 
members  be  compelled  to  roll  down 
their  bowls  for  the  extra  round  that 
makee  the  numbers  even  or  pack 
them  under  their  arms  and  carry 
them.  On  a  smaller  seals  It  resem- 
bles a  game  of  goU  In  iMiieb  the 
players  finish  at  the  fartlMit  point 
from  the  clubhouse,  and  pMc  their 
«ti(  k.s  and  balls  for  the  pleasure  of 
I  carrying  them  liome.  Apart .  from 
that  such  numbers  as  twenty-one 
;.nd  thirt'  -one  do  not  lend  Ihem- 
'  .selves  well  to  division  Play  a 
twentv-rnd  game  and  you  know 
exactly  ^hen  It  Is  half  through,  a 
quarter  or  three-quarters  finishsd, 
but  twenty-one  only  admits  of  di- 
vision by  three  or  seven,  and  thirty - 
one  win  not  dtrMs  evenly  at  aU. 
Surely  the  gaaaa  has  been  en- 
usted  by  superstition  an4  feaial- 
i>Mi  long  enough,  and  it  Is  time 
thill  some  of  the  rules  were  placed 
oi  1  a  more  i>cicntlflc  and  sports- 
manlike footing.^
